IN BURLINGTON. 


Burlington's new Council held its 


first regular meeting on Tuesday eve* 
mag, at which'time, says a correspond- 
ent to the Philadelphia Press, applica- 
tions for licenses were acted upon. A 
large crowd was present in anticipa 
tion of lively proceedings. 
John 


Armstrong was announced as the new 
City Clerk and George M. Shisler was 
re-appointed 
Street Commissioner. 


When the licenses were reached the 
Councilman were confronoed with nu- 
merous petitions, protesting against 
the indiscriminate granting of licenses 
which has prevailed here for a number 
of years. 
The petitions were laid on 


tbe table. 


There were twenty-seven applica 


tions for liquor license. 
Twenty-five 


of them were granted by Council and 
two rejected. 
The temperance people 


who had quietly bided their time then 
came forward and declared the grant- 
ing of a number of the licenses illegal 
and served a writ of certiorari to the 
Supreme Court. 


They claim that, according to the 


city charter, Councils have power to 
grant licenses only to inns and taverns, 
and not to hotels and saloons, and that 
licenses have been unlawfully granted 
for the past twenty years or more. 
The writ of certiorari effects nineteen 
drinking places, in consequence of 
which they were closed yesterday. As a 
decision will probably not be rendered 
by the Supreme Court before next Fall 
it practically throws tbe saloon men 
out of business for the year. 


The fees for licenses has been a 


source of considerable income to the 
city. 
By closing these hotels and sa* 


oons it will cut down its revenue 
$5000 or $6000, and just how to meet

;he city financiers.
